INTEREST IN BETTER SIRES 


Records Show Cam paign for Purebreds 
H a s Extended to A ll States and 
Island Possessions. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of A griculture.) 
With exactly 5,900 persons enrolled 
in the “Better Sires—Better Stock” 
Cfiinpciign ut the close of the calendar 
year 1921, records of the United States 
inpartm ent of Agriculture show a con­ 
tinued interest in this work which 
1ms extended to all states and sev­ 
eral island possessions. 
During the 
year the nuinbervof live stock owned 
by 
the 
persons enrolled increased 
from about 400.000 to 750.000. 
I he 
figures include both male and female 
stock. All of the males-ure purebred, 
and the females, which may be of 
varied breeding, are bred in all cases 
to purebred sires. 
It is noteworthy that 50 per cent 
of all female stock listed in the better 
sire* campaign are purebred. 
This 
figure is I per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
The effect of the use of pure­ 
bred sires in reducing the number of 
scrub animals on farms is show 11 by 
the small proportion of scrubs in herd- 
and flocks headed by purebred male". 
The figure at the end of the calendar 
year 1920 was 2.1 per cent and for 
1921, 1.9 per cent scrubs in such herds. 
At the request of several state ex­ 
tension workers 
special report has 
been made for the last three months 
of 1921 with rbspect to progress by 
states. Enrollments of persons agree­ 
ing to put their live stock on a pure 
bred-sire 
basis 
totaled ' 710. 
The 
greatest activity during the quarter 
was in Ohio, Nebraska coining next, 
followed in turh by Washington, Vir­ 
ginia, Kentucky, and North Dakota, in 
j the order named.

These results make 
Hardin County, Ohio, with a total 
of 106 enrollments, the third highest 
county In the United States, the first 
and second being Pulaski County, Va., 
446. and Greenville, S. C., 170. 
The widespread interest in the use 
of purebred sires as a means of im­ 
proving live stock is evident from the 
number of counties where the work 
has already gone forward. Live-stock 
owners in 548 counties, and, in addi­ 
tion, in the islands of Guam and Porto 
Rico, were participating in the work 
at the end of tfce calendar year.

SWINE SANITATION BY FILM 


Ro u n d wo rm Cau ses Great Losses Each 
Year to Ho g Gro wers— Parasites 
Sh o wn Gro win g . 


(Prep ared b y th e Un ited State« D ep artm en t 
o f A g ricu ltu re.) 
The life and adventures of a worm 
would not seem to be promising ma 
terial for a movie scenario, but a film 
recently issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture proves that 
the doings of such a lowly organism 
as the roundworm that infests the 
intestines of swine may be absorbing 
Asearis lumbricoides is the scientific 
nasne for this parasite that causes 
great losses every year to swine grow 
ers. and the title of the educational 
picture is "Exit Asearis.” 
The screen story is built around 
two neighbor farmers, one of whom 
has success with ids pigs and the other 
so much hard luck that he is dis 
couraged almost to the point of giving 
up the business. 
The man with the 
unthrifty herd goes down the road 
to see the successful hog raiser about 
his troubles and is told that round 
worms are the probable cause of his 
failure. 
But he is skeptical and re 
mains unconvinced 
until 
a 
federal 
veterinarian is called in to diagnose 
the case. 
The 
veterinarian 
brings 
a 
high- 
power microscope and sets it up on a 
box in the hog yard where he shows 
the farmer and his neighbor that the 
soil of the lot is badly infested with 
the minute eggs of the roundworm. 
The eggs with the squirming young 
worms plainly visible within the walls 
are shown in the field of the micro 
scope that is reproduced on the film. 
Then the entire life history of the 
worm is shown, from the time the 
egg is swallowed by the unwitting 
pig until the parasite is mature and 
one of hundreds in the intestines. The 
growing worms are shown to the owner 
right in his own sick pigs where there 
are plenty of specimens in various 
stages of development from the very

a threat to the 
national 
safety,” 
Ilanford MacNider, 
national 
com­ 
mander, wired President Harding. 
Intluenees in congress are trying 
to make the United States a second 
rate naval power, MacNider char­ 
ged. 
“This would threaten our position 
in international 
affairs politically 
and commercially, weaken our main­ 
tenance of the Monroe Doctrine and 
other policies particularly American 
and might render our voice impotent 
when future suggestions for furth­ 
er reductions in international naval 
strength are brought forward,n his 
telegram declared. 
“The safety of our whole coun­ 
try depends tirst of all upon 
the 
navy. It is our first line of national 
defense in time of war and. must he 
kept ready as an impregnable bul­ 
wark behind which complete n a tio n ­ 
al mobilization can be effected. 
“That officers and men must 
he 
trained for war in time of peace was 
shown in the late 
war 
when we 
spent the lirst year of our partici­ 
pation in 
expanding

our navy for action due to

“But in the face of the fact that 
the recent ordering out of commis­ 
sion of 150 destroyers was not 
re­ 
quired under the 
naval treaty, the

the live provided for as our relative 
landing among the great navies of 
the world.”

SWINE SANITATION BY FILM 


Roundworm Causes Great Losses Each 


Year to Hog Growers—Parasite*. 


Shown Growing. 


(Prepared by the United State* Department 
/ 
of Agriculture.) 


The_ life and adventures of a worm 


would not seem to oe promising ma1 
terial for a movie scenario, but a film 
recently Issued.by the United States 
Department of Agriculture proves that 
the doings of -such a lowly organism 
as the roundworm that Infests the 
intestines of' swine may be absorbing. 
Ascarls lumbrlcoides Is the scientific 
name for this parasite that causes 
great losses every year to swine grow- 
•ers, and the title of the educational 
picture Is "Exit Asearis." 


The screen story Is built around 


two neighbor farmers, one of whom 
has success with his pigs and the other 
so much hard luck that he Is dis- 
couraged almost to the point of giving 
up the business. The man with the 
unthrifty herd goes down the road 
to see the successful hog raiser about 
his troubles and is told that round- 
worms are the probable cause of his 
failure. But he Is skeptical and re- 
mains unconvinced until" a federal 
veterinarian is called In to diagnose 
the case. 


The veterinarian brings a high- 


power microscope and sets It up on a 
box in the hog yard where he shows 
the farmer and his neighbor that the 
soil of the lot Is badly, infested with 
the minute eggs of the roundworm. 
The eggs with the squirming young 
worms plainly visible wlthm the walls 
are shown In the field of the micro- 
scope that Is reproduced on the film. 
Then the entire life history of. th'e 
worm is shown, from the time the 
egg is swallowed by the unwitting 
pig until the parasite Is mature and 
one of hundreds In the intestines. The 
growing worms are shown to the owner 
right in his own sick pigs where there 
're plenty of specimens in various 
.stages of development from the very

small, newly hatched forms up to 
those that are full' grown and more 
than a foot in length. 


This film, "Exit Ascarls," will be sent 


to extension workers and field men 
of the department and the state agri- 
cultural colleges and-to farm bureaus. 
Other-organizations that are Interested 
in improving the swine Industry may 
get reels when they are available, 
and prints of the film may be pur- 
chased at cost by anyone who cares
